Sentence Passed Upon Mrs. 
Pearcy, the Murderess 
of Mrs. Hogg. 


A Young Peasant Girl Found 
Murdered and Horribly Mu- 
tilated Near Berne. 


Switzerland Shocked by a Jack the Ripper 
Tragedy—France and the Newfoundland 
Question—The Crisis in Brazil Over— 
Balfour Sends a Warship Leaded With 
Meal to Relieve Distress in Ireland—The 
Recent Revolt in Spanish Hondaras— 
Home Rule for Scetland—Dr. Evans’ 
Funeral—The Due d’Orleans’ Marriage 
Abandened—Fereign News. 


LONDON, Dec. $.—The trial of Mrs. Nellie 
Pearcy on the charge of murder ended to-day. 
The jury returned a verdict of guilty and the 
prisoner was sentenced to be hanged. The 
crime for which Mrs. Pearcy is to die was 
commited on Oct. 24 last. On the morning of 
Oct. 2% the body of a woman, which was sub- 
sequentiy identified as that of Mrs. Hogg, 
the wife of a London porter, was 
found in the South Hampstead locality. 
Her throat had been cut and her 
skull fractured. Imvestigation by the police 
soon revealed the fact that Mrs. Hogg had 
visited Mrs. Pearcy the previous afternoon, 
taking her infant child with her. A search of 
the Pearcy residence revealed traces of a 
bloody struggle and Mrs. Pearcy was taken 
into custody. The motive for the murder was 
revealed at the Coroner’s inquest, when 
Hogg, the husband of the murdered woman, 
testified that a llaleon had existed between 
himself and Mrs. Pearcy. It was 
sLown that during the visit words 
had passed between the two women, 
or, as Mrs. Pearcy said, ‘‘Mrs. Hogg made a 
remark [didn’tlike,’’ and Mrs. Hogg was 
assaulted and murdered by her husband’s 
mistress. Mrs. Hogga’s infant was alse killed 
by the weman. The body of Mrs. Hogg was 
then removed from the house and deposited 
in the place where it was found. The body of 
the infant was subsequentiy found near the 
same place. Thetrial of Mrs. Pearcy quickly 
followed and resulted as above stated. 


The Revolt ia Spanish Honduras. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Deo. 3.—The steamship 
Stillwater, which arrived at her wharf yester- 
day morning from Puerto Cortez, brings the 
latest information of the recent revolt ino 
Spanish Honduras. Most of the facts are 
covered by the following letter from the 
Acting British Consul at Tegucigalpa: 

On the night of the llth, Mogran’s forces 
were encamped on a hill just babind Tegy- 
cigalpa, and Sanchez was trying to shell thém 
out with bomb-shelis. I might bave gotten 
into tbe city, Dut as Gem. Sanchez had the 
most of the mercbante and others of the 
principal people in jall and was demanding a 
ransom of from $5,000 to $20,000 1 thought that 
my place was outside. The troops began to 
come on the morning ofthe 12th and at night 
am attack was made at Tegucigalpa and one 
ofthe cuartel of blocks was captured and 
other good positions taken. On the morning 
ofthe 13th the fighting commenced in good 
style and before dark Sanchez was driven to 
the Cuartel San Francisco, but as he had all 
the cannons In that place it became necessary 
to give ita very wide birth; but during the 
night barricades were made and HBogran’s 
forces, with two small cannons, commenced 
to bombard the cuartel. Sanchez tried 
to escape on the morning of 
the 15th. In the darkness and 
under cover of the fire of some 
men that he had left in the cuartel, 
he sneaked out well mounted, with 
the President’s horses. He was followed and 
made a stand to fight them when he saw it 
was impossible to escape. Nearly all his men 
were killed, wounded ar taken prisoners. 
He had only fifteen men with him. He 
fought, however, until he was wounded and 
then ran to a house near by and shot himself 
in the mouth, the bullet coming, out ofthe 
back of his head. The itiving were made 
prisoners and Sanchez’ body was brought to 
this city so the people could see that he was 
dead. Twoofhissons have been killed and 
another has been taken prisoner. He, with 
most of the rest of the captives, will be shot 
in a few days. 

„At present the city isfullof troops and 
more arearriving every hour, but they will 
not be needed. The palace and many other 
houses have been shot fullof holes with can- 
non balls. Our store did not receive a single 
shot. My English flag was shot full of holes. 
I came into the city with Bogran as one of his 
body guard, and all tue other foreigners have 
fought for him, as we all looked on Sanchez as 
a robber and murderer.’’ 

The letter confirms the report of Col. Ba- 
ker’s death, and states that Bogran, fearing 
that his men would do bodily harm to Col. 
Baker, who was not then in favor of the Gov- 
ernment, sent a military escort to conduct 
him to a place of safety, but the Colonel met 
his death before the troops arrived. The 
body was taken in charge by the resident 
foreigners and buried the following day. 
There is no danger of aserious ousbreak, as 
there Was no general dissatisfaction 
telt toward Bogran’s adminis- 
tration. Sanchez’ sole object im betraying 
the trust as cemmandant of the Department 
of Tegucigaipa and wishing to murder the 
man who had made bim what he was, was to 
overthrow the present Government and re- 
establish himself as President. He falied and 
the people of Spanish Honduras, especially 
the foreigners, have every cause te rejoice 
oyer his downfall, for he was opposed to the 
preminence accorded foreigners and hostile 
to the Government’s according it.’’ 


Koch’s Cure. 


Bunz, Dec. 8.—The Medical Weekly pub- 
lishes an article on the Koch remedy written 
by Staff Surgeon Behring and Dr. Kitasato. 
The writers recount the results that have 
been attained by the use of the lymph in cases 
of tuberculosis and lupus, but state that from 
the results of Prof. Koch’s experiments in the 
direction of a cure for other diseases he is not 
able to secure immunity from dipaktheria and 
tetanus.

Lonpon, Dec. 38.—A dispatch from Paris 
says that M. Ribot, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
said, regarding the Newfoundland question: 
„As to the notice of the Newfoundianders 
annexing themselves to the United States 
thers is no fear of that. They would have the 
whole British fleet to deal with.“ 


A Warning From Uruguay. 


LONDON, Dec. 38.—A report from the British 
Censul-General in Uruguay warns British 
emigrants agginst settiing in that country, 
whether they are laborers, agriculturists or 
artisans, asthey cannet compete with the 
Italians and Basques in the matter of low 
wages and miserable living. 


Balfour’s Game. 


LONDON, Dec. 3.—Mr. Balfour, Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, has ordered a man-of-war to 
convey ten tons of meal for the purpose of re- 
lieving the distress which prevails among the 
inhabitants of Clare Island and Innistuark, 
arising from the fallure of the potato crop in 
those sections of the country. 


The Ethiopia Safe. 


ILASGOW, Dec. 8.—The over due steamship 
Ethiopia of the Anchor Line, about whose 
safety there has been some fears, is reported 
this morning to be safe. Aa incoming steamer 
which arrived to-day reports having spoken 
her and that her shaft was broken. 


The Crisis in Brazil.

He said that the United 
Kingdom stood unique in endeavoring to leg- 
late through one Parliament for four coun- 
tries. 


Cotton Mille Damaged. 

LONDON, Dec. 8.—The millils of the Coventry 
Cotton Spinning Co. at Coventry have been 
damaged by fire tothe extentof many thou- 
sands of pounds. Thedre throws 200 hands 
out of employment. 


The Late Gen. Seliverskoff. 

Paris, Dec. 3.—The body of the murdered 
Gen. Seliverskoff will leave the Eastern rall- 
way station in Paris on Friday for St. Peters- 
burg.

PUBLIC SCHOOL ROWS. 


Director Barstow on the frurchase ef the St. 
Patrick School Building. 


Mr. C. W. Barstow returned to the city yes- 
terday from his old home in Plymouth County, 
Mass., where he spent Thanksgiving witb his 
father. He was gone two weeks and enjoyed 
the trip very much. In speaking this morn- 
tng of the purchase by the School Board of St. 
Patrick’s School Building, Mr. Barstow said 
that while he had opposed the purchase, it 


had been made, and he believed in making 
the most of it. He subjected his own indl- 
vidual wishes to the will of the board, as ex- 
pressed by a majority of the board and he had 
no further opposition to make against the 
transaction and no complaint to make 
sgainst Director Brady or any other member 
who advocated it in the board. No, he had 
never said that Mr. Brady was actuated iu his 
advocacy ofthe purchase bya desire to bene- 
fit Father McCaffrey and St. Patrick’s parish 
more than the public at large. He didn’t know 
what Mr. Brady was after whenhe fathered 
that purchase, and he had never said he did 
or given any opinion on the matter. The price 
paid for St. Patrick’s School building was 
$50,000, but it was not on account of the 
price that he, Mr. Barstow, had 
objected to the purchase ofthe property. His 
objections were based upon two facts; first, 
thatthe school children of that neighbor- 
hood, could, according to Supt. Long's re- 
port, be accommodated at the Jefferson, 
Howard and Everett Schools, making the 
purchase of the St. Patrick's School bu Idiag 
a useless expenditure of money; and, second, 
that the location of the St. Patrick bullding 
was undesirable. If anew public school were 
to be established at all in that selghborhood, 
it should be located further west, and it 
would, in his opinioa, have been much better 
to rent a building, even in a bad location, 
than to purchase one in a bad location. 
THE MULLANPHY SCHOOL PURCHASE. 

As regards the Mullauphy School, Mr. Bar- 
stow said that he was not the special cham.- 
pion ofthat school. It was located on Four- 
teenth and Howard streets, in Director Kel. 
ley’s district, and he knew ‘comparatively lite 
tle about lt. Hedidn*« knoweven the num- 
ber of school rooms in the building, but he 
had never heard any serious objection to the 
building or to the location until after the 
board’s lease on the building had been re- 
newed for another ten years. That the lease 
had been renewed he was very certain — 
he didn’t know whether it baa 
been made before or after he entered the 
beard. Theschool was always well attended 
and the room kept full until the boundaries of 
the district were changed, and then a number 
of the scholars had to be ‘withdrawn and sent 
to other schools. All of the rooms of the 
bullding were,however, still used except one, 
and the attendance in these rooms was ali 
that wes desirable. 

Since the renewal of tne lease on the Mul- 
lanphy School bailding, Mr. Barstow has 
heard that boller yards are to be established 
on the block just opposite, across Howard 

street, and he thinke that that will be a 
serious objection to the piace, and that when

A Compromise Between the Op- 
ponents and Supporters of 
Parnell Probable. 


Liberal Leaders to Hold a Meet- 
ing to Determine Upon a 
Course of Action. 


The Government te Push the Land Purchase 
Scheme, Aided bg Parzelland His Sup- 
perters—Tenants at Tipperary Abandon 
the Plan ef Campaign and Make Peace 
With the Landlerds—Hot and Noisy De- 
bate—Wm. O’Brien’s Cork Yeung Ire- 
land Seciety supports Parneli—The Ke- 
sult Foreshadewed—FProgramme of the 
Irish Envoys in America. 


Loro, Dec. 8.—Those of the Irish fellow- 
ing who do not believe that on the acts of any 
one mas depends the fate of their ceuntry, 
who care little forthe personality or ambi- 
tions of Mr. Parnell or any other leader, but 
who do care vastly for the welfare of the 
cause of Ireland, view with dismay a breach 
which seems to widen with each passing 
hour. The comments made by such men te- 
day plainly indicate that to them the 
language, angry temper and turbulent scenes 
which characterized yesterday’s sessions of 
the conferencere things pregnant with last- 
ing injury 36 the cause of Irish legislative 
autonom An amusing character who bobs 
up im unexpected recesses of remote 
corridors, and always with an embarrass- 
ing question, ie that by no means despicable 
factor—the pelitical purist. He may be a 
Tory, an aggressive Liberal or a demoralized 
Nationalist, but be his persuasion what ic 
may, he invariably rushes forth upon the un- 
wary witha ‘‘Why don’t some fellow run a 
lance into the ulcer? Why is the divorce 
businesg and British morality ignored? That’s 
what decent England and moral Ireland 
want to know. Hels answered that in the 
proceedings of to-day’s session, perhaps, 
will be found his answer. The enemies of Mr. 
Parnell this morning assert that the great 
clouds of crimination and recrimination 
which have gathered about the conference 
must speedily be dispelled, and 
force of the people of both countries brought 
to bear on the pith ofthe matter. When this 
is done they profess to believe that the Irish 
leader will be unhorsed. 

The meeting adjourned until noon to-mor- 
row. It is probable that a compromise be- 
tween the opponents and supporters of Mr. 
Parnell will be effected. 


The Political Situation. 


LONDON, Dec. 3.—The Liberal leaders will 
hold a meeting shortly to determine upon a 
course of action. 
and this dilemma is not likely to be relleved 
by any change in the leadership of the Irish 
Party, as there is no one to lead, in the cohe- 
sive sense in which the term has heretofore 
deen applied. The home rule issueis consid- 
ered out of the way and a strong 
feeling against any plan of land 
purchase for Ireland is developing Itself. 
Mr. Labouchere has all along been opposed to 
pledging English credit for any such purpose 
as alding temants to become proprietors, and 
he has many sympathizers, both in Liberal 
and Conservative ranks. The Government, 
however. is determined to push the land pur- 
chase scheme and will bealded dy Mr. Parnell 
and his supporters, thus entirely reversing 
the present situation in Parllament. The 
Tories continue to treat Mr. Parnell with con- 
sideration, and there isa marked relaxation 
of the severely critical tone in which he has 
been discussed by the Conservative 
press. To an inquirer yesterday 
Lord Hartington states that even if 
the home rule question should be shelved 
there would bea breach between the Conserv- 
tives and Liberal-Unionists until Irish issues 
had been fully and satisfactorily disposed of. 
This much the Liberal Unionists owed te Lord 
Salisbury and his cabinet. The Unionists are 
starting an active canvass in behalf ot their 
party in Scotiand, where, in many constitu- 
encies, there has heretofore been no oppo- 
sition to the Gladstone Liberal candidates. 


The Result Foreshadowed. 


LONDON, Deco, 3.—The result of the vote on 
Nolan’s amendment in the Nationalists’ meet- 
ing caused but little sensation in the lobbies, 
as it bad been fully foreseen. It is expected 


that the vote on the main question will show 
about the same figures against Mr. Parnell. 


In Favor ot Parzell. 


CorkK, Dee. 8.—A committee of the Cork 
Young Ireland Society of which Wm. O’Brien 
is President, has adopted a resolution sup- 
porting Mr. Parnell. Thies action is contrary 
to the course advised by Mr. O’Brien, who is 
one of the delegates of the National party in 
the United States who signed the cable dis- 
patch advising the retirement of Mr. Parnell. 
The Cork Vimtmers’ Association has also 
adopted a resolution in favor of Mr. Parnell 
as the head of the Irish party. 


A Het and Neisy Debate. 


Cork. Dec. 3.—The Nationalist members of 
the Municip&l Oouncil of Cerk have adopted, 
by a vote of 21to9, 4 resolution expressing 
confidence in Mr. Parnell, and ureing 
dim pot to recognize amy adverse action that 
may betaken by his opponents in the Irish 
party. The resolution was passed after a very 


hot and noisy debate, the minority making a 


strong effort to prevent its adoption. 
The Catbolic Bishop of Elpkhin County calls 
udo Parnell to resign. 


Fer and Against. 
DUBLIN, Dec. 8.—The Peer Law Guardians 
of Strokestown, Oarrik and Boyle have with- 
drawn their confidence in Mr. Parnell. The 


Town Council of Maryborough has adopted a. 


resolution supporting Mr. Parnell. The opinion 
of the Nationalists in County Tyrone, in favor 
of Mr. Farnell, is growing stronger. Mr. Wm. 
Reynelds, who represents the eastern divis- 
ion of that county, and Mr. Matthew Kenney, 
who represents middie division, have been 
summoned by their constituents to resign 
their seats in the House of Commons if they 
do not support Mr. Parneil.

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A LIGHTED CANDLE PUT UNDER A FARM 
ER’S FEET TO SFCURE MONEY. 


The Herrible Experience of Berry Todd, @ 
Well-Rnown Resident of New Athens, 
Ul. —Masked Mes Tie Him to a Post and 
Burn His Feet to Have Him Give Up 
Meney—Eaat Side Newa. 


The particulars of one of the most bruta 
outrages ever perpetrated in St. Clair County 
came to light to-day. A neighbor of the 
farmer who was the vietim of 
the outrage brought the news from 
New Athens this morning. Berry Todd is the 
name of the farmer alluded to. He is a bach- 
elor, about 60 years of age, and lives alone on 
hie farm, two miles this side of the 
little town of New Athens, on the 
Cairo Shore Line Rallroad. The fact 
that he is supposed to keep a large sum of 
money about his house, has long been a 
source of annoyance to him. Several times 
during the past few years burglars have 
broken into his house probably 
expecting to secure the money he is 
reputed to have secreted, but they never se- 
cured booty of more than ordinary value, 
Monday night he was awakened by a nol«e in 
the house and looked up to see two masked 
men standing In front of his 
bed. The robbers bad him 
covered with weapons, and he could make no 
resistance. They demanded that he give up 
the money he was said to have hidden, and 
when he informed them that he had no money 
except a small sum amounting to less than S1, 
they dragged him from his bed and bound 
him hand and foot to 7 post. 


After placing a gag in his mouth to prevent 
an outery they beat him unmerelfully in the 
attempt to make him reveal the biding place 
of bis money. Not satisfied with giving him 
blows they applied a lighted oandle to hie feet 
and inhumanly durned the flesh until 
their victim’s agonized struggles ended in 
alupse into unconsciousness. The robbers 
left bim insensible, still tied to the post, and 
took withthnem the only portable article of 
value about the place, arifie. When Todd 
recovered coreciousness he found the bands 
that bound hfe feet bad been weukened by 
the candle flame so that Le could break 
them, which he did. He then managed 
* get away ‘from the post, and with his 

ands still tightly tiled he walked to the rail- 
road track, where he found a crew of section 
men. They untied his bands and tvok him 
back to his home, and later secured medical 
attention for him. lie is not dangerously in- 
jured, but the robbers’ blows and the candle 
flame left painful wounde that will require 
some time to heal.

A GLOOM OUTLOOK. 


Treops Totally Usprepared for a Winter |. 


Campaign. 


Wasnworox, D. C., Dec. 8.—The public 
do mot at ali fully realize the significance to 
the army ofthe order sending several regi- 
ments to Dakota on very short notice, but 
army men who have had experience in the re- 
gion to which troops have been ordered, pre- 
dictthat not only willthe suffering be ex 
treme, but that thelessof life wilibe very 
great, even in the case that not a shet is fred. 


The country to which the oavaliry 
has been sent is noted for the fearful 
forcefand severity of the biizzards to which 
it is subject at any time betweenthe middie 
of December and the middle of March. In the 
meighborhood of both the Pine Ridge and 
Standing Rock Agencies the thermometer 
frequently falls to below 40 minus, and has 
dropped below o. During the prevalence of 
@xtreme cold the hardiest settiers scarcely 
Venture out of their homes, and the shortest 
trip is attended with great peril. The troops 
that have been ordered to the scene of the 
threatened outbreak are exceedingly ilie- 
quipped for anything like a wister cam- 
paign. The posts in the vicinity [can scarcely 
acoommodate thelr own garrisons, and the 
new comers will be obliged to camp out in the 
prairie, To add to their discomfort there is 
no adequate supply of proper tents avaiiabie, 
and although the Quartermaster’s Department 
is straining every nerve to answer the requl- 
sitions, it will be weeks before adequate 
shelter can be provided for the troops, and in 
the mean time the selidiers will be subjected 
te all the rigors of the elements. Drawn 
largely from the Southern country the regi- 
ments ordered to the scene of actien have no 
equipments for a winter campaign in. the 
Northwest. Thereare very few Sibley tents 
and stoves on band, and it will take a 
long time to supply the deficiency, 
The supply of blanket coats, regarded as in- 
dispensable to a winter campaign, is not 
nearly sufficient, and it will be weeks before 
enough to equip the troops can be made. 
Whether the Indians break out or not the 
soldiers will be obliged to spend weeks in 
,camp without propor clothing or adequate 
shelter. The Indians by simply stirring up 
enough exeltement to keep tne troops om the 
alert, can take very efiective revenge on their 
old enemies. Army officers loudly cendemna 
the policy of the War Department im sending 
the cavalry thus unprepared on a winter 
campaign before itis at alicertain that they 
will have anything to cawpaign against. 


Miles om the Situatier. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 3.—Gen. Miles 
is in Chicago to-day. He left here last night 
on his way West. Previous to his departure 
ue talked about the danger et an Indlan out- 
break. He said the causes of the present dim 


culty were insufficient food supplies,religious 
delusion and the innate disposition of thesav- 
age to goto war. All that is possible to be 
done to encourage the loyal Imdians and re- 
duce the number and influence of the hostiles 
has been done. There will be about 4,000 
braves on the warpath f hostilities begin and 
at least 6,000 old men will have to be watched. 
The General said: 

‘*Thetrouble is more widespread than it 
bas been for years. Ibe conspiracy extends 
to more tribes thau have heretofore been hos- 
tile. The Messiah craze has united them 
in sympatby, but they are scattered 
over a wide extent of territory. The plot is 
more comprehensive than any ever devised 
by Tecumseh or Pontiac. They are better 
armed now than they ever were and their 
supply of horses is all that could be desired. 
They can live on cattle on the ranches as they 
used to live on buffalo. Altogether they are 
taking littie risk in going on the war path at 
the beginning of winter. They can do an 
immense amount of damage before we can 
defeat them if they get started. But we shall 
have peace if it is possible to obtain it.“

ON AN AIR SPREE. 


A New York Lawyer Whe Gets Exhilarated 
on Oxygen. 


New Tonk, Dec. 3.—A slim young man 
walked briskly up Broadway last evening. 
There was nothing striking about his personal 
appearance except his chest, which swelled 
out as if it would rip the buttons off his coat. 
At Canal strect the crowd blocked his way. 
He scowled, looked angry and then a great 
white cloud issued from his lips. 


Twenty, be muttered. His chest slowly 
fell to normal size, but only for a moment, 
for disengaging himself, from the hurrying 
throng he caught hie former swinging gait, 
his §shouiders went back and bis c est 
rose again to its full prominence. A young 
man recognized him as a lawyer in the Equit- 
able Building witb whom he had an ac- 
quaintance. He tapped him on the arm and 
said: 

‘*Takine your constitutional?’’ 

„No, lamout oo my dally drunk. I see 
you look surprised. Yes, you're right; I 
don’t drink. but lhavea way to get exbilar- 
ated on oxygen; andso I take an air spree 
every day. Ilearned the trick by accident a 
yearago. I live in Clinton place. A8 I nad 
been confined in the office every day last 
Tnanksgiving a year ago l found myself gut- 
fering from symptoms of pneumonia, 
1 believed breathing would cure 
me, and one evening in walking from 
Park place home lI tried on how many erhala - 
tions I could walk to Cliaton place, twenty- 
five blocks varying size, making a distance 
of nearly a mile and a half. At first I found 
it difficult to hold my breath for more than a 
few paces, but by the time lI reached Prince 
street my lungs were working better. I was 
in a proiuse prespiration from head to foot. 
It seemed that l had discovered depths in my 
lungs I never thought existed. Every inhbala- 
tiom seemed to go down to my Very shoes. My 
feet felt light and I seemed to eat upthe dis- 
tance. As Ineared Clinton place I began to 
feel distressed. Iknownow that I did too 
much at Urst. Various colors fiashed 
before my eyes. When my breath went out 1 
felt pecullarly empty. On arriving at Clinton 
place I had a sharp, shooting pain across my 
temples. When I stood still it seemed as if 

my head would burst. But this feeling grad- 
ally passed away, and in halfan hour was 
feeling splendid. I noted down the count of 
breaths the first night. Here they are: 

From Park place to Canal street, 32; from 
Park place to Prince street, 60; from Park 
to Cliton place, 98. 

‘*] kept up the practice from that day, and 
my iung capacity hasso increased thas la 
Thursday walked the same distance o 
fifty-eight breaths baving nearly doubled my 
breathing forces. My chest measurement a 
year ago was 87 inches now, it is40. I have 
not had atouch of pulmonary trouble since 
thatday. Afew days after my first trial 1 
tested my lungs in atrinv over the Brooklyn 
Bridge. The walk of 5,989 feet, 700 over a 
mile was made on 87 breaths. Last week I 
did the same distance on 50 breaths in the 
face of a stiff raw wind.’’ 

Has your increased lung capacity been of 
any otber practical benefit to you?’’ 

„es. Afew months ago I was in a hotel 
fre in the West. I was one of the last uwak- 
ened; my room was full of smoke. I puta 
wet towel over my mouth and through it drew 
one of my long breaths. On that single in- 
halation I made my way through the smoke 
filled halle. Had I taken one breath of the 
smoke l would have become confused and 
would never have got out alive. Iam fairly 
convinced that if people knew how to bold 
their breath there would be fewer deaths 
at Ares. Again, last summer I 
was * commuter ‘on the Lackawanna 
living at Orange. The train occupies about a 
minute and a quarter in passing through the 
Hoboken Tunnel. Instead of breathing tn the 
smoke and cinders during the passage, I went 
through comfortably on one breath drawn at 
the entrance. Ion now hold my breath over 
a minute and a half, where a year ago forty- 
five seconds was my usual limit. My tendency 
to become round-shoulderea bas entirely dis- 
appeared. My lungs have become elastic and 
my appetite ravenous. I have all of my 
clothes very loose to give room fer expansion 
in my walks.

NEW YORK’S BIG BRIDGE, 


The Annual KRepert Showing the Receipts 
From Tells. 


NEw YORK, Dec. 3.—The annual story of the 
New York and Brooklyn Bridge was told yes- 
terday by President James Howell of the 
Board of Trustees, who forwarded his yearly 
report to Mayor Grant and Mayor Chapin.The 
receipts during the twelve months ending 
Dec. 1, 1890, from tolls, amounted to $1,127,- 
094.50, divided as follows: Promenade, $18,- 


614. 68 ; carriage ways, $76,465; railroad, $1,032, - 
014.23. There were 37. 676, 411 passengers 
carried, which gave an income from tbat de- 
partment of $1,032,014. For the previous year 
the number carried was 33,954, 773, giving a 
revenue of $931,978.39. The number of foot 
passengers tor the year wae 3,222,078. The 
aggregate number of foot and railway passen- 

gersforthe year was 40,898,484, showing an 
excess of 3,743,024 over the number reported 
for the previous year, and giving aa 
increase of revenue from the tolls of $106, - 
137.87, of thin increase $100,040.84 was from the 
rallroad and $6,878.47 from the carriage ways. 
There wat a decrease of $781.44 in the prom- 
enade receipts. The receipts trom all sources 
for the year amounted to $1,230,493.09. The 
expenditures were $1,075,436.71, and there is a 
valance on deposit in various Danke and trust 
companies amounting to $255,676.32.

A BREWERY SITE SOLD RECENTLY FOR 
$600,000. 


Bridging Clark Avenue Over the Proposed 
Usaien Depet Track — Heek L. Fex's 
New Building Leased to a Boe t and Shoe 
Firm—Sales of Preperty en Liadell and 
Delmar Avenues and in Other Local- 
ities. 


Hon. John H. Terry, discussing the appli- 
cations for ordinances in behaifof the new 
Union Depot, says they should not be granted 
except upon cendition that present and pro- 
spective conveniences for the public in the 
way of bridges for crossing the proposed 
tracks are provided and paid for bythe ap- 
plicants. All provisions of that character 


should be stipulated and agreed to now 
before the ordinances are grantea, 
as the railroad people will make 
no concessions to the city when once the ordi- 
nances which they want have been approved. 

In this particular Judge Terry looks upon the 
bridging of Clark avenue from Elguteentu to 
Twentieth street asa very important matter, 
otherwise there will be a long drive and much 
loss of time in getting trom one side of the de- 
pottothe other. He says Clark avenue as 
now laid out in a straight line across the 
tracks between Eighteenth and Twen- 
tieth streets should be vacated 
and the street line re-established 
on a diagonal line so that a bridge could be 
built ower it intercepting Clark avenue at 
Twentieth street on the west of the depot,and 
Eighteenth street on the east of it. Such a 
plan, he claims, is practical, and can be car- 
ried out for a reasonable outiay of money as 
the ground to be bridged is low, terminating 
in a rlage on either side, providing natural 
and easy approaches for all kinds of vebicies. 

AN OLD BREWERY SIE SOLD. 

It has been stated by good authority that 
$600,000 is the purchase price agreed upon by 
the new Union Depet Co. for the Excelsior 
Brewery property atthe southwest corner of 
Market and Eighteenth streets.

A CURIOUS CASE. 


Mr. Guillemet’s Suit to Recever His Share 
of a Trust Fund. 


New YorK, Dec. 38.—A most remarkable 
confession that forms the basis of an equally 
remarkable suit fs the salient feature of a pe- 
tition submitted yesterday by Charies Guille- 
mottbrough bis counsel, Edward Gibbard, 
to Judge Andrews in Supreme Court cham- 
bers. In this petition, which was granted, 
Mr. Guillemot simply asked for an order 


directing Benjamin O. Wetmore to 
appear before a referee for examination, the 
object being to elicit from such testimony the 
necessary facts upon which to form a com- 
piaint in asuitto be brought by Guillemot in 
the Supreme Court against Mr. Wetmore. The 
provosed sult in which the summons was 
served on Monday is, according to the prefa- 
tory comments in the petition, to cancel a 
certain alleged contractor assignment of Mr. 
Gulllemot's interest or right in a trust fund 
established dy bis fatber, John Howland, 
formerly a lawyer of this city, who died 
some twenty years ago and whose 
will was admitted to probate shortiy foliow- 
ing his death. And nowcomes the curious 

art of the story and the first confession made 
v Mr. Guillemot. He says W. C. Wetmore, 
the father of Benj, C. Wetmore, the defendant 
inthis suit, qualifed as executor under the 
will of Mr. Howland, who left an estate 
vulued at $500,000 and three children, one of 
such children being bimself. Out of this 
estate he was given $80,000 absolutely. The 
will established a trust fund for the benefit of 
of Mrs. Marie Adele de Serze-Howland, the 
widow of Mr. Howland, with direc- 
tions that upon her death the same be di- 
vided eyually among the three children. 
This trust fund, from affidayits filed ia the 
Surrogate’s Court in 1878, he says, then 
amounted to $48,844. Mrs. Howland is livin 
in Paris, France, but old and feeble an 
likely to die at any time, when the trust fund 
in question must be distributed according to 
the provisions of her husband’s will. After 
stating the above facts very clearly and with 
every indication of a iucid and tenacious 
memory, Mr. Guillemot says that 
his memory of occurrences between 
1870 and 1885 is altogether vague. The fact 
was, as he puts it, that between these dates, a 
period of fifteen years, he was habitually 
drunk and r. engrossed in the reckless 
endeavor to getrid ofthe $80,000 legacy left 
him by his father, in which he concedes he 
was in the end successful. During this linter 
val, he says, Mr. Benj. C. Wetmore got him 
to sign away his interest ln the trust fund in 
question, and it is to recover back this inter- 
est that he bas instituted the present action. 
Mr. Wetmore gives most empbatic dental to 
the accusations made agalnst him by Mr. 
Guillemot. He proneunces ita blackmailing 
suit.

MAKING A VOID LAW VALID. 

A singular complication has resulted 
from a disagreemeut between the Judge 
and the Prosecuting Attorney of a Chi- 
cago court as to the law of the land. 

Judge Turey charged the Grand-jury 
that the Legislature of [Illinois has no 
power to legalize pool-selling on race 
tracks while making it criminal every- 
where else; that the statute against pool- 
selling was a valid law and that it was the 
duty of the Grand-jury to enforce it by 
indicting all pool-sellers. He was satis- 
fied that the State Supreme Court would 
sustain his opinion that the section 
authorizing pool-selling on inclosed race 
tracks owned by legally incorporated as- 
sociations was unconstitutional, and the 
Grand-jury should treat it as void. 

Under these instructions the Grand- 
jury found indictments against the gen- 
tlemen who are officers of the Washing- 
ton Park Club, but the Prosecuting At- 
torney persuaded the Grand-jury to re- 
consider their finding, refuse to indict, 
and disobey the instructions of the Judge, 
on the ground that the officers of the 
club could be guilty of no criminal intent 
in acting under the authority of a statute, 


the constitutionality of which they had 


no reason to doubt. 

The incident shows how the advice of 
the Prosecuting Attorney may nullify the 
charge of the Judge to the Grand-jury. 


It shows also how a void statute may be 


enforced by a Prosecuting Attorney to 
protect gentlemen of influence in the con- 
tinued violation of a valid law. TheState 
Supreme Court cannot declare the race 
track permission unconstitutional until 
some defendant pleads it as a bar to con- 
viction under an indictment. If the

OFFICIAL IXQUIRY IN THE MYSTERIOUS 
CASE BFGUN TO-DAY. 


Mrs. Stiepel the First Witness Piaced on 
the Stand—Her Husband Gave Her No 
Explasation of Bis Wounds—Why She 
Did Not Cry—The Dector Had Threatened 
Suicide. 


The inquest on the body of Dr. Stiepel was 
begun in the Coroner’s office this morfhing. It 
was eet forllo’clock and tae witnesses and 
attorneys were present, bat the 
necessary arrangements were not 
eom pleted, 80 is was some- 
what late in bBSeginning. Among the 
attorneys present, representing the various 
insurance companies whith had written poll- 
cles on Stlepel’s life, were Maj. B. D. Lee, 
Judge William O. Jones, Mr. V. N. Judson, 
Mr. Edward Fisse and Mr. Lee Grant. The 
witmesses were taken to the Morgue by the 
Coroner and were sworn over the body, 
and the examination was then 
begun. The presence of a number 
of persons in the room who were 
neither witnesses, attorneys nor officers ind“ 
cated how much interest was taken in the 
revelations, which were expected te follow 
the strange death of this man, who though in 
modest circumstances, had loaded himself 
with $79,000 of insurance. The investigation 
was expected to determine the disposition of 
a fortune. If it did not reveal some sensa- 
tlonal evidence leading to prove that Stiepel 
met hie death in an unnatural and criminal 
manner, the companies would be compelled 
to pay to bis widow this enormous sum, which. 
the policies represent. It such facts were re- 
vealed, then this money would be saved to 
the companies and thus the possibilities of 


sensational revelations seemed good and their 
importance whetted the interest. 
MES. STIEPEL TESTIFIES. 

The first witness wae Mrs. Augusta Stiepel, 
who testified that she was 8 years of age, 
bora in Berlin, and had lived ia this city since 
1874. Dr. Julius Robert Heury Stiepel was her 
husband. He was born in Prague in Bottemia. 
They were married fift-en years ago in New 
York. She knew Dr. Stiepel a year béeforé they 
were married, having met on the ocean steam- 
er, coming over. ry! had lived oné yéar 
at 100 !.ami street, and the house belonged to 
her. pont pe tang the death she said: 

Loan only fell that the doctor went away 
on Friday and a pollee man came and asked 
me if the doctor was at home that night, and 
then he told me that the doctor was siict. I 
wouldn’t believe it at first and he said it must 
be because he was the only doctor in the 
block. At8o’clock they brought him home 
and put him in the bed. That Was about an 
hour after I heard that be had béen shot. 
They brought him from the City Hospital. I 
saw that bis head had Seen fixed 
up and that i¢ was swelling. ane 
haired gentieman brought him home and he 
told me that he thought it wae a pure acel- 
dent. The doctor left home at 5:10 o’ciock in 
bis oe A and told me to fix supper, he would 
be back in an bout. He did toficsetry a weap- 
on. I do not rememberyethat he ever 
carried a pistol. He had t pistois in the 
house, large pistols and they were in tne 
house Friday night; they were lying on his 
writing desk. hen the doctor came in I 
asked him what wasthe matter and he said: 
‘Don’t be crying. Idon’t feel very bad.’ I 
was not orying. I cannot cry. e and 1 
lived happily together. He was nota man 
who was easily persuaded. He was a very 
strict character, and whenever he came home 
he asked me about every little thing that had 
been bought. I bought toe house, and I got 
the money from my aunt, who died in 1878 in 
the old country. I got nearly 3,000 marks 
(N. 500) from my aunt. Lreceived it four days 
aftershe died. That was not enough to buy 
the house, but l added to it what I made buy- 
ing and selling papér. The doctor had a good 
practice, and be gave me what I needed and 
keptthe balance for himself. I Bever heard 
him complain of not having motiey enough. 

do aot know whether the doetor carried 
much insurance on his life. Ioniy know of 
three policies. He never said anything about 
it to me, nor Ito him. I have §$,000 on my 
own life. Idon’t know in whose favor his 
insurance was. Ionly know of his having a 
policy inthe Mutual German American Oo, 
and one in the Hartford. 

„1 did not send for a doctor when Dr. 
Stlepel was brought home, because the man 
who brought him said that Dr. Dalton would 
come next morning. Dr. Dalton came next 
or tat and gave me instructions to nurse 

im. 

GAVE NO EXPLANATION. 

Dr. Steipei did not say anythingto me at 
any time about how he was hurt. When he 
was brought home the first thing he said was 
‘Mamma, please heip me in. Or. Dalton 
came a second time in the Se aan He said 
be could not tell anything about the Doctor’s 
case; that he might bave cerebral fever. I 
heard Dr. Dalton ask him how he telt aud my 
husband said ue felt weak and had pain ia his 
head and could not eat. Nextday De. Dalton 
came threé times, and on Monday he cams 
twice. My husband said each time that he 
felt weak and had painsin his head. Then I 
sent for Dr. Bernays, but when he camé he 
did not have much tosay. Idid not ask him 
any questions and I heard no convérsation be- 
tween him and my husband. Dr. Bernays ex: 
amined his head and then told me to give 
him something to eat and if he could not eat 
to give him gees | to drink. I gave him 
bouillon ali the time he was sick. He could 
take nothing else. Dr. Bernays came eve 
day until Friday, and several doctors called; 
remember, Prof. French, but 1 don’t know 
who they ali were. Dr. Dalton prescribed 
medicine and Igaveitto him, but Dr. Be 
nays dio not give him any. The last doctor 
be saw was Dr. Krebs, who told him that he 
could eat anything he wanted and could drink 
wineifhe wanted to. Igave him wide and 
my husband 101d 
was very weak; that 
were cold and he coaldn’t cet warm. 
Saturday evening, between 9and 11 
that he drank wine. He took nothing after 
that. Land my servant stayed in the room 
until midnight, and 1 stayed there all night. 
At 1:30 o’clock the doctor’s volce was so low 
that I had to hold my ear close to his mouth, 
I didn’t think he was getting weaker, I 
thought he was getting quiet. It was between 
4and5o’clock that he 11 Idid not thiak 
that he was coiling to die. Ifelt bis feet and 
they were warm. 1 was glad, for he was 
complaining that bis feet were cold, and said 
he couldn’t get any air. At 6 o’slock 
I e*nt for Dr, Bernays, and be came about 
7:30 o’clock. The doctor was not alone mach 
the last of hie ite. Twice I was away. He 
sent me across the street to Mra. Dinslager. 
He said he wanted to e ber. She lives at 
2024, and I went there for her. She came and 
spoke with the doctor, but I did not hear 
what they said, I Know that they had had 
trouble, and I heard him ask her ten times 
for forgiveness. She said she w never 
angry Withhim. He had known her for about 
a year, and tney bad beer good friends until 
this difficulty oceurred. Idon’t know what it 
was. Airs. Dinslager ie a friend of mine. I 
heard the dottor say to der: . 
siager, fee! very bad

Mrs. Steſpel offered him something to eat oc- 
gaclonerty but he did not accept it. He only 
drank a little coffee. “1 was not present when 
née was brought home, and 1 did not see him 
until Monday evening, when he was in bed, 
He greeted me, and sald good day.’ That is 
all. He did not talk to me, and I did not hear 
him speak toanyone. The doctor came. I 
don't know who, but I heard no conversa- 
tion Detween them. I was not present. 
I was present the nicht thatthe doctor died. 
Isiept from 10 to 12 o'clock. re. Stiepel 
wanted to sleep but she did not. She was in 
the room from midnight until the dootor died. 
I knew that he was dead, for his eyes were 
closed. He looked like he was sieeping. Mrs 
Stiepel and I noticed that he was dead at the 
time. Mrs. Stlepel did not

operation he was excited. He told her to tel- 
ephone for a doetor to dress his wounds and 
said he wanted to see Bismarck and a stick.

Ididn’t think be would 
live long. No, I did not suugest sending for 
a physician and 1 did not bear Mrs. Steipel 
suggest it. On tea nigbt when he biessed 
his child he said: ‘My little child, God diess 
you. Be good and listen to what your mother 
tolls vou. She means well by you.“ 
He exclaimed: g — 1 die!’ 
and again hegaid: My dear wife, che is the 
Only friend lhave.’ He didnot speak of dy- 
ing excepton.Friday. Then he spoke of cre- 
mation and said that when he died he wanted 
to be ocfemated.’’ He did not say anythin 
about how hereceived bis wounds, nor di 
she hear Mrs, Stiepel nor any One say any- 
thing about the wounds. 


Mad Threatened fuleide, 


In 1873 Dr. Stiepel and his wife lived in New 
York City, where the doctor was employed as 


a compositor onthe Allgemeine Zeitung. Ae 
coruing to one of his fellow compositors, Stie- 
pel was very reserved, associatin, very little 
with his co-workers outsidé of office hours 
and having. little to say when compelled to 
associate with them. His marriage caused a 
Kreat deal of sutprise both among his ac- 
qQuaintances and here and |! 
that she made herself boss of the 
family, and handled the funds trom the first 
week ofthe marriage, calling at the office 
every Week to receive his salary. 6 was a 
bey friend of children, and as no child was 
orn to them they adopted a little girl in the 
year 1875, N Ler from ah orphan lum. 
Stiepei spent bis evenings at home and did a 
good deal of reading, having decided then to 
study medicine. He was very unpopular 
among his fellow workmen On account of the 
stand he always took ia the conflicts between 
employers and émployes, and if a strike 
among the printers 
eould alWays be 
the employers to y 0 
paper. In 1886 the printers on the Ciacinnati 
Freie Presse wont on a striko, and when the 
Puper advertised for non-union printers 
Stiepel made his appearance and was given a 
case. He nad prosecuted bis medical studies 
80 fat in 1886. that be began the practice of 
medicine in Cincinnati, but his practice never 
amounted to anything, not even after he came 
St. Louse and took a course of lectures 
ere, ahd et months ago he was working in 
a job office here.

In the 
coutse ot his conversation be says Dr. Stiepel 
lot fall a number of remarks so suspicious in 
their nature thatthe insurance man avoided 
giving bim the poweg. he desired.

A SEVERE SENTENCE. 


FORGER SMITH GIVEN A SBEVENTKEN-YEAR 
TERM IN THE PENITENTIARY. 


The Horton Murder Case at St. Paul—Sensa- 
tional Testimony—Mlillie Paul, the Slayer 
of Goldburg, Acquitted — A Kentucky 
Desperade Killed — Bold Rebbery — A 
Cashier's Shortage — Mrs. Lippencett 
Acqgalitted. 


NEW YORK, Deo. 3.—Aibert H. Smith, who 
was convicted in the General Sessions, of 
forgery in the first degree iu raising a seven 
share certificate of Lake Shore stock to a 
seventy share certificate, was sentenced by 
Judge Fitagerald, Oourt of General Sessions, 
to-day, to seventeen years imprisouwment in 
State prison. Smith was a member vf the 
firm of Mille, Robeson &2 Smith, bankers and 
brokers, and perpetrated a number of similiar 
forgeries. 


Arrested fer Forgery. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 38.—Perrin H. Sumner, who 
was rather unenviably connected with the 
suicide of George Smith at the Getty House, 
Yonkers, was arrested yesterday by Capt. 


McLaughlin, charged with forgery. Sumner 
identified the so-called smith as James H. 
Edgar, a wealthy Enzian chemist who 
bad some $500,000 insugance on his life. It 
appears from investigation that Kdgar has 
property in England of considerable value, 
and that Sumner desires to obtain possession 
of it. A manjnamed Phabus, who was belp- 
Ing to carry out the plan, gave the whole 
matter away to Inspeetor Byrnes yesterday, 
andthe arrest followed. Sumner is charged 
with forging the signature te what is pur- 
ported to be Edgar’s will. 


Beld Surgiars. 


NEW ATHENS, III., Dec. 8.—Berry Todd, a 
farmer living abouttwo miles north of here, 
was found nearthe railroad track by section 
men in a helpless condition yesterday, bound 


hand and feet. He said that two men entered 
bis house Monday night and asked for his 
money. He had but 15 cents in the house 
which he gave to them, but not being able to 
get more they bound him tothe bedpost. He 
managed to get loose and crawito the rail- 
road track, where he could be seen. He lives 
alone and has been f£roubled by burglars be- 
fore Hesays there were two men, both me- 
dium height, wearing caps. They had rags 
around their faces. 


A Conspirator Pardeoned. 


NEW Lon, N. I., Dec. 8.—Jnformation was 
received from Trenton, N. J., yesterday that 
the Court of Pardons had granted a pardon to 
Nelson H. Coykendall, whe was convicted of 


conspiring with his son-in-law, John H. Van 
Loan, to defraud the Second National Bank 
of Jersey City. Van Loan fled to Canada and 
is still there. Coykendall received a nine- 
months’ sentence to the penitentiary. He 
has served six months oftheterm. Van Loan 
and Coykendall are connected with some of 
the wealthiest families in Jersey City.

(THE CISTERNS ARE DRY. 


SUBURBAN RESIDENTS HAVING TROUBLE 
IN CONSFQUENCE OF A DROUTH. 


November Ends With the Year in Debt to 
Rain—Some Interesting Facts About the 
Rainfall During the Year—The Effects 
ef the Drouth Only Felt in the Country. 


On Nov. 9there was a fairly heavy rain, .98 
of an inch falling in the twenty-four hours 
which made up that day. On Nov. 17 one. 
qgaarter of an inch of rain fell, and .28 of an 
inch fell on other days during the month. 80 
the total rainfall for November was 1.55 
inches. The normal rainfall (that Is to say 
the average for twenty years) for November 
in St. Louis is 2.67, and the actual fall for the 
month just closed was 1.12 inches below the 
normal. 

That is a part of the reason why the cisterns 

the suburbs are dry, and why the 
sinall streams in this’ vicinity are 
showing the mud at their bottoms. 
The rainfall forevery month since May has 
been below the normal, though August was 
only os of aninch short. Last spring was 
very wet. Felruary, March, April and May 
were afilicted with great excess of precipi- 
tation. This was true not only in St. Louis 
but all over the country. 80 great was the 
excess that the total rainfall forthe year up to 
May 24, compared witb the normal (or what it 
would have been under average conditions) 
was 11.71 inches too much. That is to say, 
there was almost a foot more rainfall than the 
tables called for. Consider what that means— 
enough excess to cover the city toa depth of 
one foot. 


IN DEBT TO RAIN. 
After May 24, the excess began to decline. 
In six days it fell away nearly an incb. The 


excess at the end of May was 10,82 Inches. = 
June the blighting drouth began and the 
excess of rain was cut down to 8.387. July cut 
it down to 5.82 for there was almost ne rain in 
that month. The drouth exteaded 
into August then came wel- 
come relief. excess for the 
year amounted atthe end of August to 5.2% 
inches. September was dry and the month 
ended with the year’s excess reduced to 3. 44 
inches. October was drier still, and the ex- 
cess was cut down to 1.36 inches. November 
wae 6 dry that at iteend the year was in debt 
to excessrain only 24-100 of an inch, and 
that debt may be said to have been wiped out 
entirely by the two dry-as-a-bons December 
days. 

St. Loulsans who live in the territory 
reached by the water pipes have little thought 
or care of whether tha rain falls or hot, but in 
those districts where water pipesdo not go the 
contents of the cisterns—if there still remain 
any contentsa—are caretuliy treasured. A 
contfpuation of the present clear weather will 
mean some suffering and much inconvenience 
in those districts. it does not do the subur- 
banite any good to tell him that the eleven 
months of the year 1890 past had 24-100 of an 
inch more rain than they were 
entitled to. The uneven distribution of the 
fall caused him to lose inthe spring what he 
could not gather in the summer and fail. 

THE DROUTA IN THE SUBURBS. 

The present drouth is not having suck «a 
damaging effect on city pockét-beoks as 
that of the summer. as then 
gardens suffered and vegetables became so 
high priced that only the wealthy could in- 
dulge lu them. Thereis nothing in the gar 
dens to be affected how. But the farmers will 
join their prayers with those of the suburb- 
anite as their supplies of water for stock are 
being curtailed by the drying up of streams. 
In the meantime only the building contrac- 
tor, who is able to push his work much faster 
than be had reasen to expéct, is happy.

A STRAINED SITUATION. 


GREAT ANXIETY FELT IN WALL STREET 
REGARDING THE MARKET. 


The Action of the Banks on Withholding 
Infeormatien Concerning Clearing-House 
Certificates Severely Critieised—A Panio 
Reperted im Buenes Ayres—The Market 
Weak With a Downward Tendency. 


NRW Tonk, Dec. 8. 
HILE the preseure on 
the money market is 
not so great ae it was, 
and interest rates are 
notremarkably hich, 
the feeling among 
stock brokers is one 
of great anxiety as to 
the outcome of the 
market during the 
next month. The 
action of thejclearing- 
house in refusing to 
announce the amount 
of clearing-house cer- 


tificates still unre- 
deemed in the hands 
of banks is having a 


‘very disquieting effect 
upor the market. 
Even the officials of 
banks are unable to learn the condition of 
affaires in this respect. It is es 
timated that close on three million 
dollars in clearing-bouse certificates’ have 
been issued, and less than $706,000 have been 
taken up. A long asthe clearing- house cer- 
tificates are out, no very great decline is ex- 
pected, asthe banks and their backers will, 
it ls believed, be able to sustain the securi- 
ties in which they are interested. 
POSITION OF THE BANKS. 

But as soon as the banks get into a position 
in which they will run no risk of suffering loss 
by a decline inthe markets it is the general 
opinion on Wall street that they will refuse to 
make loans on collaterals which they have 
formerly accepted, and this will come very 
near to producing a panic, if it does not guite 
accomplish this result. Brokers on Wall 
etrect are inclined to laugh at the idea that 
the banks are inspired by any phbilanthrcpic 
motive in adopting the course that has been 
pursued. The explanation given isthat the 
securities on which loans had been made had 
dropped so much that to protect themselves 
the banks were obliged to take steps that 
would sustain the market. When they once 
get out of their difficulties they will be very 
careful about again involving themselves, and 
in consequence money will be exceedingly 
tight on, Wall street at tbe time when it ig most 
needed. The 2d and 4th of January uro 
looked forward to with intense anxiety. Not 
only quarterly, butannual and semi-annual 
payments fell due at this time, anda great 
deal of money will be required to meet them, 
This will greatly curtailthe supply availabie 
for those who desire to sustain stocks, and 
there will probably bea number of fullures 
befvure Jan. 15. 

AN UNCERTAIN OPENING. 

The stock market again showed a quiet 
opening, with all the animation in abouta 
halt dozen stocks, among which St. Paul, 
Lackawanna, Union Pacific, Atchison and 
Louisville & Nashville were most prominent, 
and while first prices Were almost invariably 
higher than last evening’s closing figures, 
the advances extending to per cent, the 
early trading developed a weak tone and the 
opening gains were generally lost. At 
the opening Western Union was up , 
Erie, Louisville & Nashville and New England 
& per cent, while Sugar Kefinerles was down 
&. Lackawana end Sugar Trust receipts each 
lost % inthe early dealings, but the others 
tell away smalier fractions, und later these 
losses were recovered. Late in the bour 
small fractional advances were scored in the 
general list, but Sugar Refineries developed 
marked strength, rising to 59 from 504, while 
the receipts touched 57. Northern Pacific pre- 
ferred joined the active stocks, but failed to 
move exceptin unison with the remainder. 
At llo’cieck the market was quiet but firm 
to strong, generally at something better than 
first prices. 

TROUBLES IN BUENOS AYRES.

Very die- 
quieting rumors have been received 
trom Buenos Ayres in relation to 
the stock market in that city.

UNJUST TO ST: LOUIS. 


THE CITY WILL NOT GAIN A REPRESENTA- 
TIVE IN THE LEGISLATURE. 


An Increase in Population of 112,000 Avails 
Nothing Under the Present System ef 
Apportienmest—How the Apportien- 
ment Is Made—The City Piaced at a 


Disadvastag e. 


Though St. Louis has gained fully 110,000 in 
population since 1880, the city’s representa- 
tion in the General Assembly will not be in- 
creased at the coming apportioning session. 
Under the constitution of Missouri, enacted 
in 1875, the basis of representation is 80 
fxed. that St. Louls will not gain 
an additional representative though it 
has gained extensively in population. 
At present the local politicians and members- 
elect of the Legislature are giving this matter 
much attention, and the opinion is widely ex- 
pressed that the constitutional provision es- 
tablishing the ratio of representation works 
a great injustice tothe oity. Under the ap- 
portionment made after the last decennial 
census, the city was given fourteen members 
ofthe Lower House, and under the ruleof 
apportionment this will remain the same at- 
ter the coming appointioning session. 

The section oi the constitution establishing 
the ratio of representation reads as follows: 

BASIS OF REPRESENTATION. 

„The House of Representatives shall consist 
of members to be chosen every second year 
by the qualified voters of the several counties 
and apportioned in the following manner: 
The ratio of representation shall be ascer- 
tained at each apportioning session of the 
General Assembly by dividing the whole num- 
ber of inhabitants of the State as ascer- 
tained by the last decennial census of the 
United States by the number 200, Each 
county baving one ratio or less shall be en- 
titled to one representative; each county 
having two and a half times such ratio shall 
be entitled to two representatives; each 
county having four times such ratio shall be 
entitled to three representatives; each county 
having six times such ratio shall be entitled 
to four representatives, and 80 on, above 
that number gaining one additional member 
for every additional two and one-half 
ratios.’’ 

When the Constitution was enacted in 1875, 
St. Louis had not been separated from the 
county. The following section was then in- 
serted in the new Constitution; 

‘*Until an apportionment of representatives 
can be made in accordance with the pro- 
visions of thie article the House of RKepre- 
sentatives shail consist of 143 members, which 
shall be divided among the several counties 
the btate as follows: The county 
of st. Louls shall have seventeen, 
the county of Jackson four, the county 
of Buchanan, three; the counties of Franklin, 
Greene, Johnson, Lafayette, Macon, Marion, 
Pike and Saline, each two; and each ef the 
other counties in the State one.’’ 

LOST A REPRESENTATIVB. 

In the spring of 1882, at the special seasion 
called to make the new apportionment, the 
representation was establisbed in accordance 
with tae ratiofixed in sec. 2. St. Louis had in 
the meantime separated from the county. The 


representation of city and county combined 
then seventeen, but on the ratio 


portionment, leaving but sixteen. lhe county 
took two and the city fourteen. 

The population of St. Louis, according to 
the official Ogures, is close to 461,000, while in 
1880 it reached 350,000. The population of 
Missouri accordinuw tothe last census returns 
is close to 2,800,000. Two hundrea divided 
into this, as is epecified by,the Constitution, 
fixes the raiio for a representative 
at 14,000. Following up the 8ec- 
tion the city receives four representatives 
for six timesthis ratio, which 
population. 
forevery twoand one-haif additional ratios, 
which is one for every 35,000 above the 84, 000 
required for four Representatives. Deducting 
the number required for four Representatives 
from the city’s population leaves 377,000, and 
dividing this by the 35,000 necessary for each 
additional! Representative leaves 10 and a frac- 
tion. Withthe four given for 84,000 popula- 
tion the city will have but fourteen 
Representatives, unless secures an 
additional one for the fraction. 
Politicians who have looked into the matter 
say thecity will never get anything like a 
representation adequate to its population as 
long as this system of Oxing the ratios is con- 
tinued. As the population of the State in- 
crenuses so does the ratio. When the last 
apportionment was made the ratio was 
11,000. Though the city bas nearly one-sixth 
of the population of the State it has less than 
one-tenth of the representatives in the lower 
branch of the Assembly. This isa point the 
politicians strongly emphasize when they 
speak of the apportionment system estab- 
lished by the Constitutional Convention of 
1885.

ANEW YORK OFNTRAL FXTENSION WHICH 
PROMIGES TO CAUSE TROUBLE. 


Belief That Railroad Officials and Shippers 
Have Been Indicted at Chicage by a 
United States Grand-Jury—The Kansas 
City Read Charged With Vielatieg the 
Interstate Cemmerce Law — Bailway 
News. 


New YorRE, Dec. 8.—It is claimed by friends 
efthe Rome, Watertown & Ogdensburg Rall- 
road that the preparations by the New York 
Central Kallroad to bulld an extension to the 
Thousand Islands are part of a plan to com- 
pel the former to sell itself to the latter. On 
the other band the New York Central people 
declare that they are going to construct the 
new branch because they see a profitable fut- 
ure for it, and not because they want to force 
the Ogdensburg owners into doing anything 
they don’t want to. It is understood, bow 
ever, that a few months ago the 
New York Central Railroad made an offer of 
$125 per share for the control of the Rome, 
Watertown & Ogdensburg, with an agreement 
to purchase the entire capital stock 
option of the holders at the same price, The 
offer, however, was rejected. The control of 
the road is beld by its directors. The man- 
agers of the Ocdensburge are not going to be 
behind hand in the matter of threats. 
It was deciared yesterday that if the 
Central paralleles their road they will 
coanect thelr two termini at Rome 
and Utica, which are only fifteen miles apart, 
and build an extermsion east from Utica to 
Rotterdam Junctien, thirty miles away, for 
the purpose of cennecting with the Fitch- 
burg system. This would not only parallel 
the Central between the points named, but in 
effect parallel its whole distance between 
Buffalo and Albany, besides making a straight 
line to Boston and giving direct connection 
with the whole of New England. 

The New York Central road already re- 
osives substantially the whole of the Thousand 
Island business from the Ogdensburg,’’ said a 
railroad man yesterday. No imorease 


in the business could accrue from the bulid- 
ing of such a line. On the contrary, the busi- 
mess would in that event be divided and done 
atiess profit. Moreover, the Oxdensburg is 
now avery large contributor of bus ness from 
other points to the New York Central and tue 
loss ot such busimess would des far greater 
damage than any possible profit from the 
propesed extension. The reiation between 
the two roads are to-day of an extremely 
friendly character, and so far as the Ogdens- 
burg is concerned there is no desire to enter 
upon a period of bostility.’’ 


The New Yerk Central Extension. 


Urte, N. Y., Dec. 8.—The engineer corps 
on the New Yorke Central & Hudson River 
road arrived here Monday asd are making 
arrangements to begin a survey from 
here to Watertown and thence to 
Clayton. The engineers were reticent and 
deciined to say under what instructions 


they were working, but enough has been 
learned to wurrant the statement that a pre- 
liminary survey will be made at as cariv a day 
as possible and that werk will be commenced 
en some parte of the constructivo within a 
few days. The line is to be in running order 
early next season. It is expected that some 
of the officials of the Central will be 
here to-morrow morning, buat the fact 
is assure d that the road will be 
constructed. Supt. Bissell and 
Assistant Superintendent Harriogton are in 
this city. Itisa stated upon reliable authority 
that the road willbe bulit parallel to the Oid 
Biack River Railroad, now leased by the 
Rome, Watertown & Ogdensburg Co. to 
Watertown and thence to Clayton. A north- 
ern branch to the Adirondacks via Paul 
Bmith’s wiilaiso be constructed and exten- 
sive yard movements inthis city are con- 
templated.

Standing beside the writer among the 
throng that witnessed the foot-ball contest 
between the Cornell and tne Chicago Univer-

foot-ballfield. Butting, gouging and arm 
twisting are inseparable from tnis fashionable 
sport. Last yeur nineteen young men died us 
the direct result of accidénts in foot- ball con- 
teste. The record of broken limbs, heads and 
noses, not to speak of other minor casualties, 
would fill a bank ledger. To offset this we 
have had three deathe in the prize ring and 
they would not have happened if the men had 
fought on the turf. 

Ihe admirers of foot- ball and the followers 
ot the ring are two widely different clarses, 
but if the popularity of prite- flghting is trace- 
able tothe brutal element in man’s ‘nature 
then the popularity of foot-bail can boast of 
no nobler origin. Both derive their character 
from their surroundings.’’

Aftera while Mr. Campbell failed 
in business, and then, Miss Campbell claims, 
her sultor’s ardorcooled. His letters came 
less frequently, and finally he ceased to write 
altogether. Then Miss Campbell demanded 
that Mr. Arbuckle sbould fulfill bis 
promise to marry her. He failed to do 
ao, however, and on Jan. 4, 
the 
Supreme Court before Judge Beach. The 
letters which had passed between the couple 
were produced at tie trial, and their con- 
tents caused much «musement, in view of the 
fact that neither party tothe suit was youth- 
ful. The letters abounded in such expres- 
sions as, My Dear Pet Bunny., Baby 
Banting’’ and Dear Baby.

THE RIGHT OF WAY FOR A CAB LINE ON 
EIGHTEENTH STREET.

The Naming of the Site for = New Depeat 
Brings Up the Questienr of Street Railroad 
Facilities and «causes Much Interest in 
An Ordisnnce Which Is Hung Up—A 
Right Which May Be Auctioned. 


With the location of the new Union Depot 
practically decided there arises a rather vex- 
ing question for the legislators of the muni- 
cipal government to decide and thatishow 
to arrange the street raijroad affair which 
will avise as @ neturai seonsequence of the 
building of the new depot. With that stract- 
ure between LRighteenth and Twentieth 
streets, there will be no north and south 
railroad nearer than Fourteenth street on 
Jefferson avenue. There is, however, a nat- 
ural ane ready route for a very valu- 
abie road and thas is Eighteenth 
street which 10 full improved trom 
Washington avenue to Chouteau avenue, and 
which has a good wide bridge over the rail- 
road tracks in Mill Ureek Valley. 

Tre question of desiding which railroad 
company to give it to and what routes to give 
the road at either end are likely to cause con- 
fusion. A line across that street would fit in 
yory well with either the Lindell system or the 
Scullen Union Depot gnd Mound City lines. 
None of the street railroad men care 
to digcugs the subject at present, but 
they are all giving it very serious 
thought. That the company which sets out 
to getan exclusive franchise there will bave 
a Gght on its bands, there isnot the slightest 
doubt. 

OFFERED AT AUCTION. 

The question ofa road across Eighteenth 
street is not, however, a new one. Early in 
the session of the present Assembly a bill was 
introduced for what wasthen known as the 
North & Seuth Rapid Transit Railway, which 
contemplated crossing the Eighteenth Street 
Bridge. The change made in the bill eaused 
the projectors to desert it, 80 
the Council took it up and 
patched and pieced it, makle g 


of it an entirely new bill and trying for the 
first time an experiment which bas often been 
suggested and that was putting the franchise 
up at auction. 

he bill is now gathering dust im the com- 
mittee box inthe House of Delegates, where 
it has been formoanthe. This bill provides that 
the Board of Public Improvements shall sell 
the franchise for a north and south road to 
the highest bidder, The terms and the route 
are set aown as tollows: 

The Board of Public Improvements is here- 
by authorized and directed to advertise for a 
period of sixty days in leading pews and 
financial papers throughout the United States 
and to give nottve to ull such persons as they 
may Wem proper inviking Lids for the right 
to construct and Operate a street railroad as 
foliows: 

Commeneing at the intersection of Cherokee 
street and Gravois road, thence east on Cher- 
okee street to Lux street, thence north on Lux 
streetto Utah street, thence east on Utah 
street to Thirteenth street, north on 
Thirteenth street to Lynch street, west on 
Lynch to Second Carondelet, north on Second 
Carondelet to Shenandbdah street, thence with 
a sinuvle track-easton Shenandoah street to 
Dolman street, north on Dolman street to 
Chouteau avenue, weston Chouteau avenue 
to Eighteenth street; also a single track de- 
ginning at the intersection of Shenandoah and 
Second Carondeiet, north on Second Caronde- 
letavenue to Chouteau avenue, thence east 
of Chouteau avenue to Eighteenth 
street, thence with a double track 
north on Elehteenth street to O’Falion. 
West on O'Fallon streetto Twentieth treet, 
north on Twentieth street to Herbert street, 
west on Herbert streetto Twenty-fifth street, 
north on Tventy-ftth street to Palm street, 
west on Palm streetto Parnell street, north- 
weston Parneli street to Barrett street, west 
on Barrett street to Grand uveuue, porth on 
Grand avenue to Gay street, west on Gay 
street to Warne avenue, north on Warne 
avenue to Florissant avemue, thence north 
along Florissant avenue to the south gate of 
Calvary Cemetery; also commencing on Sec- 
ond Carondeiet avenue and Snenandoan 
street guing west on dhenandoah street, with 
double track, to Tower Grove avenue. 

Said company is also hereby authorized to 
construct, maintain and operate single or 
double track brauch lines on the route de- 
scribed as follows: 

Commencing with a double track at the in- 
tersection of Eighteenth street and Clark av- 
enue, thence with said double track east on 
Oiark avenue to Fourth street, thenee north 
on Fourth eireet to ite intersection with Third 
street, thence along Third street to Biddle 
street, west on Biddle street to Thirteenth 
street, north on Thirteenth street to Mulian- 
phy street, west on Mullanpby street to Hogan 


Street, where said tracks shail connect with 


the tracks above described on Hogan street. 
THE TERMS DUR’'T SUIT. 

This road would bea good one if any one 
would buv it, butit does not suit the desires 
of the existing companies exactly and the 
terms of its acquirément sre not exactly what 
they want. There isa good deal of waste 
read ateitherend ofthe line which would 
be practically useless when thrown 
into competition with the existing and now 
well equipped roads. No steps have been 
taken as yet by the city legisiators to solve 
the problem, and the street car men are walt 
ing foreach other, and no one cares to make 
the first move in that direction. Several plans 
are being talked over by them, however, and 
itis very probable that the Eighteenth street 
line will be asort of union line for the use of 
several companies.
